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Dedicated Funds 
For Aviation Use 
Are Proposed

The first step toward estab- 
lishment, of a dedicated trust 
fund which- would benefit Ida- 
ho's aviation community has 
been made'today through com- 
bined efforts of the special Com- 
mittee For Aviation Funding in 
Idaho and the Association of 
Idaho cities. 

The proposed fund, would be 
provided through an increased 
aviation fuel tax, non-refundable 
and applicable to all consumers 
alike; the establishment of an 
aircraft and. aviation property 
tax applicable to all air .space 
users within the state, and the 
establishment of a tax similar 
to the Rolling Stock Tax im- 
posed' on other Idaho transpor- 
tation. 

The proposal for a trust fund 
,%vas first made by members of 
the Aviation Committee peeling 
Friday In Boise. It ' was pre- 
sented to the Association of Ida- 
ho Cities meeting In Boise Sat- 
urday afternoon and was ap- 
proved for-presentation . to the 
next legislature. 



At thesame time the cities' 
organization approved another 
Aviation Committee resolution 
calling for support pointing 
the development and passage by 
tho legislature of laws permit- 
ting .creation of airport author- 
ities within and without the 
state. 

These authorities would be al- 
lowed to, among other things, 
be a quasi-governmental or .mu- 
nicipal corporation governed by 
dn independent board, either 
elected or appointed. Xo 

Under proposals made, the 
Idaho -Department of Aeronau- 
tics would operate through, and 
administer,-4he dedicated avi& 
tion fund. Of this fund, not more 
than 10 per cent would be spent 
for administrative purposes. 

The" trust fund would* be es- 
tablished by the Idaho Tax Com- 
mission and administered by a 
bl-partisan-aeronautics-commis^ ■ 
sion appointed by the Governor 
and confirmed by the Idaho 
Senate. 

Members would, be selected 
from people knowledgeable of the 
See AVIATION, Pg.

Tshombe Dies In 
Algiers Jail 



ALGIERS (UPI) — Former 
Premier Molse Tshombe of the 
Congo, one of Africa's most 
flamboyant figures, died Sun- 
day in an Algiers jail where he 
had been held prisoner for two 
years, the Algerian press 
service announced today. Ho 
~, was 43. ■ 
■ Death was attributed to an 
apparent heart attack suffered 
In "his.. sleep. Tho service said 
tho death certificate had been 
signed by 11 Algerian profes- 
sors and doctors and that an 
autopsy was planned. 

Tsombe's death came almost 
two years to tho day ho was 
kidnaped aboard a chartered 
plane on a flight from Iblza, 
Spain, to the Island of Mallorca 
An unidentified . gunman hi 
Jacked tho craft to Algiers on 
• June 30, 10137. 

Tshombe, leader or secession' 
1st Katanga Province of the 
Congo for . three years before, 
U.N. troons crushed tho rebel- 
lion, had been living In cxl}o*i-ln 
Spnln. A Congolese court 'had 
sentenced him to death in 
absentia- for' plotting to over- 



throw tho government. • 
-- The Congo, which today 
celebrates Its ninth anniversary 
of Independence from. Belgium, 
tried in vain to extradite 
Tshombe from Algeria, but the 
government refused because of 
the Congo's ties with Israel. 
Nevertheless, Algeria held 
Tshombe in case It ever 
decided on extradition, 
v Tshombe also was found 
guilty In absentia for 
murder of . another former 
Congolese premier, Patrice 
Lumumba, ]n 1061, 

Tshombo was born Nov. 
IfllE), In tho Katanga village. of 
Musumbo. His father was 
African capitalist— some say 
tho first African millionaire — 
with a string of trading posts, a 
sawmill and other business 
properties. 

Molse left homo nt on early 
age and was educated by 
Methodist missionaries, He 
HpoSie French llucnUy, as well 
ns English, Portuguese and 
nlno African dialects. He had 10 
children,

(UPI)-A bomb- 
laden Wesiern Pacific freight 
train blew up near here Sunday 
with a chain of explosions that 
lasted several hours.

.Moore was the first on the 
scene but '.was not allowed to ■ 
return after driving the four In* 
jured to Elko for treatment. 
There' Is no hospital In Wells 
and the injured had to be taken . 
to Elko 65 miles away. 

While 22 of the cars ' were 
laden with explosives, the re- 
mainder of the train was cbm- 
prised of general cargo," Includ- 
ing steel and other merchandise.

Weather Synopsis 



The deep cold low pressure 
system aloft which has been 
over the northwestern states 
during the past several days has 
been weakened considerably this 
morning. High pressure at the 
surface has moved Into the 
Northern Intermountaln Region. 
Under this _ pattern, ■ generally 
fair weather should be the rule 
throughout -Southern Idaho Into 
the middle of the week. Some 
increase In cloudiness will take 
place during the afternoon hours 
however but no precipitation Is 
exoected. 

Surface winds will be gener- 
ally favorable for most spraying 
and dusting operations this 
morning and again this evening 
but will Increase locally at times 
this afternoon to around 15 miles 
per hour. 

With drying conditions haying 
operations as well as other farm 
and outside activities should be 
able to make better progress 
during the next few- Stays. How- 
ever with more sunshine, rising 



temperatures and lowering 'hu- 
midities water loss from crops 
and sol] will Increase and Irri- 
gation requirements will become 
greater. 

A. warming trend . will take 
place over these valleys through 
Tuesday. High temperatures to- 
day will be mostly. in the'70s 
and the low 80s rising to the 
upper 70s and the 80s on Tues- 
day. Low reading tonight will 
be mo'BUy in the 40s and the 
lower 50s. 

Skies over these agricultural 
valleys yesterday were partly 
cloudy to cloudy. Precipitation 
was 1 generally light and spotty 
during the past 24 hours with 
Boiso reporting .03 of an Inch;

Republican Losers 
Seek Reasons For 
Off -Year Defeats 



By RAYMOND LAHR 

WASHINGTON_(OPI)'' —The 
losing side., usually blames 
defeats In congressional orfyear 
elections on local situations, but 
the losses still make them 
unhappy. 

In special elections this year 
to fill vacancies in the House of 
Representatives, ' Democrats 
have- grabbed two seats to 
which Republicans- were re- 
elected last November. 

The first was the Wisconsin 
seat held for 16' years by 
Secretary of Defense Meivln R. 
Laird. The second, taken by the 
Democrats last week; was the 
Montana scat held since 1960 by 
James F. Batttn, now a federal 
judge. ' , 

In their private assessments 
of the Montana race, Republi- 
cans here are giving most, of 
the credit to the ■ campaigning 
of Senate Democratic Leader 
Mike Mansfield, whose popula- 
rity they have found' to be 
undiminished in his home state. 

These 'Republican analysts 
also believe they were hurt by 
a divisive contest over the GOP 
nomination - and by a Jack of 
enthusiasm among party work- 
ers annoyed by Battin's accep- 
tance of the Judgeship just a 
few months after they had 
campaigned to reelect him. 

As the party in opposition to 
the national administration, the 

-Democrats — inormaliy would 

expect to pick up a few seats in 
special congressional elections 
and to gain House and Senate 
seats In national -elections, like 
that In 1970, In the'mlddle of a 
presidential term. But there 
has not been much normalcy In 
election patterns since World 
War II. 



In theVonce common election 
patterns, the. party electing 
President also won control of 
both Houses of Congress. ' In 
1968, the GOP elected President 
Nixon but .failed to win- 
majorities in either the House 
or Senate.^ ', 

The Republicans fell seven 
votes short or. the number 
needed to organize the Senate. 
They needed 28 more seats in 
the House. With two losses 
already suffered this. year, they 
now need a gain of 30 seats to 
control the House in 1972. 
, There appears to be a 
universal belief among Republi- 
cans that their chances for 
longressionnl Rains derwnd "rst 
in success,. by' Nixon in his 
efforts to , settle the 
Vietnam. He also needs to win 
the war against Inflation,

WASHINGTON — Robert S." 
McNamara's &ntCT"lnflltratIon 
wall has now been formally 
Junked in the Pentagon, but its 
electronic ears are very ' much 
in use .on the Vietnam lighting 
fronts. 

The cost of the barrier sys- 
tem, estimated. at about $1.6 bit- ' 
Hon, will now be- hung around 
McNamara's neck (along, with 
the TFX, 'weapon cost overruns 
and the like) J>y critics who 
want to blame the former de- 
* fense secretary for all the Pen- 
tagon's'costly troubles. The fact 
Is, however, that the wall's elec- 
tronic sensors ' have been NO 
mistake. ■ 
That is attested by McNa- 



mara's successor. Secretary 
Melvlh R. Laird. Advising Con- 
gress that the wall has been all 
but abandoned, Laird recently 
testified that its -electronic com- 
ponents have opened up "a now 
dimension In a tactical intetli- 
,gence capability." 

As originally envisioned by, 
McNamnra, the , wall was to 
stretch across the narrow neck 
of Vietnam as a complex of the 
electronic sensing devices, 
barbed wire obstacles,,, and mili- 
tary support points. The . idea 
was to cut down oa-the south- 
ward flow of jner* and war ma- 
terial. ■ ■ 

Conceived In 1966 as a sys-. 
tern which could supplant bomb- 



ing hwthe . North, the barrier 
plan was kept secret for a year 
and has' never been publicly dis- 
cussed Jn detail. It was finally 
given:tbe Pentagon code name. 
Dye Marker-Muscle Shoals. 

Construction started In ' the 
spring <of 1967, but the barrier 
concept was always opposed by 
some military leaders, and it 
was never completed as plan- 
ned. Supplies for some of the 
obstacle complexes are reported 
still in storage depots near Dc- 
Nang. . .. 

The wall's electronic sensors 
have been widely circulated, to 
fighting units, however. Laird 
recently testified behind closed 
' doors that the sensors ore very

• The irony Is that Soviet MIRVs, 
fitted atop the big SS-9 missile, 
could become a threat to the Ameri- 
can deterrent. Each FS-JLfiOuldjcar-- 
ry throe five-megaton Warheads, 
each of which,- with an accuracy of 
a quarter of a mllo, could destroy 
a Mlnutcman silo. But the first gen-

. The United .-States already has 
enough offensive missiles to absorb 
a Soviet first strike and, In retalia- 
ting, to destroy tho Soviet Union 
ninny times over. Yet it Ms prepar- 
ing to increase its number of anti- 
city missiles with MIRV, presumab- 
ly to saturate' a heavy. Soviet anti- 
ballistic missile system which Mos- 
cow no longer Is deploying. In so 
doing, it is encouraging tho Soviet 
Union to deploy MIRVs that con- 
stitute a countorforco threat. 

Tho mndness of the missile race 
Stands forth clearly in theso facts. 
Tins Administrntion evidently is too 
much the prisonor of tho Joint 
Chiefs of Staff to'tako tho essen- 
tial step of seeking a MIRV test 
moratorium. Early Congressional 
pnsnngo of the Bingham nnd Case 
resolutions would appear to bo tho 
only way to stlmulato this vital 
step. — New York Times.

Is, In the 
words of Deputy pefense Secre- 
tary David Packard, "a little 
radio' transmitter with a micro- 
phone or other detector." Some 
are employed with Utile /'button 
bomblets" which emit a' signal, 
when stepped on, .for relay by 
nearby sensors. 

.The sensors hnve been used 
with great success to; supply 
warnings of attack orlnflltra- 
tlon 'at military strong ■ points 
such' as the. garrison- at Khe 
Santi. They have">also been used 
with great sueeess U) . detect 
truck convoySt***, 
, While a field commander may 
• not elect to send a patrol to 
Investigate each detonated but- 
ton-bomb, he is thankful -for the 
alert. Planes can quickly" in- 
vestigate nnd attack when -sen- 
sors indicate that a truck con- 
voy Is In the vicinity. 

"Our ability to find the enemy 
Is Immeasurably improved over 
what it was three. years ago,"- 
said Lt. Gen. Austin W. Bctfs 
Jr., the Army's research chief, 
In recent closed-door testimony. 

The heavy investment of man- 
power needed to follow up on 
the sensors and police the bar- 
rier was always the- major 
drawback for the wall. At one 
point It was estimated the 200.- 
000 troops would be required to 

.anvlt-adequately. 

Sdme military men supported 



"the McNamara concept, ''Gen. 
Earle G. Wheeler,', chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, backed 
. It from the beginning and suited 
as recently as last September, 
that the barrier plan "offers 
great promise for the future in 
dealing with situations such as 
we have in Vietnam." , 
' Wheeler said, the wall, as It " 
then existed, had beea "mod. 
estly successful" and! T am 
persuaded that lt will be in- 
„ creaslngly successful in the fu- 
ture because. wa have learned 
more about how to use these 
things ..." 

In Vietnam, however, the wail 
was viewed by some command- 
eers as a Rube Goldberg Idea, 
devised by civilian McNamara 
■ because he was unwilling to use 
air power to Its maximum ef- 
fectiveness. Gen. William C. 
,WestmoreIand, then the overall 
U.S. commander; was opposed 
to the plan. ' 

Gen. Wallace M. Greene Jr., 
the Marine Corps command- 
ant, opposed It from the begin- ', 
ning. So did Gen. Harold K. 
Johnson, then the Army chief of 
staff, who was succeeded by 
Westmoreland. 

' "From my own observation 
of- the system," said Johnson 
a year ago, "I do not believe 
. that we are getting a return 
that is commensurate with trie 
cost, and I believe that the 
money devoted to - the "system 
could be more profitably used 
In other programs." 

With that division in the Joint . 
Chiefs it Is not surprising that 
work actually stopped on the 
barrier soon after McNamara 
moved out of the Pentagon. 
— The— sensors— remain-on-the— 
job.

ATHENS — Tho true nature 
of the Greek military dictator* 
ship Is revealed In tho fate of 
Mai- Gen, George E. Koumnn- 
akos, who gained international 
rcknown fighting Communists on ■ 
tho field or battle and Is now 
completing his 17th month of 
Imprisonment ^by the colonels 
who claim they have saved 
Greece from Communism. 

The Koumnnakos case Is an- 
other example, dismally fre- 
quent In this generation, of Kaf- 
ka come to 11 fo. No formal 
charge Is pending, no trial Is 
scheduled, no fixed limit has 
been put on his captivity. Un- 
derlining tho Knfnkcsque touch, 
. Koumnnakos had kept scrupul- 
ously free of political connec- 
tions — unlike many fellow 
Greek officers. 

Why then Is ho Imprisoned? 
For precautionary reasons. Kou- 
mnnakos, n living legend In tho 
Korean wnr nn tho fearless com- 
m under of tliu Hellenic Expedi- 
tionary Forces, Is a patriot who 
nnmo day conceivably might <>p- 
potHi'tho present tyrants, Thus, 
the Junta took no chnnccs with 
a potential rebel. 

Knumnnnkos is ono of many. 
.Tho distinguished Admiral Athn- 
nnnlos Spnnldcs, (HI, Is beginning 
his Hlh consecutive month of 
dotcntlon in„n Circuit village. A 
brigadier, o'iut of the n r m y'n 
moNt dnrlng officers;- Ih In poor 
honlth after' suffering bend In- 
Jurlns (supposedly In a diving 
accident) while In captivity. A 
highly ronnectcd retired major 
.general who ren|Ktiidod . to Ills 
recent early morning nrront by 
slapping (ho face of tho arrest- 
ing officer w«!i beaten bloody 
by security troops.

After winning tho U.S. Silver 
Star and Legion of Merit, Kou- 
mnnakos commanded tho Greek 
military detachment on Cyprus 
in tho 1QD0 crisis, headed gen- 
eral staff operations in 1931-135, 
and then retired. So circumspect 
was he about keeping out of 
politics that ho purposely went 
abroad In tho Mprlng of 101*7 
to avoid the national election 
campaign that wns cancelled by 
tho colonels' coup of April 27, 
J0Q7. 

Assuming that ho hnd nothing 
to fear from antl-Communlst fel- 
low otflcorH Koumnnakos 
returned to Greece May 17. Sev- 
en days later ho was arrested' 
at his home without charge. 
The general was held for fivo 
mo uih n nt the polko ntntlnn, 
then transferred to n small, 
dump prison cell for common 
crlmlnuls where he suffered a 
honrt attack threo tluys Inter. 
After n week In tho prison Ihw- 

f ilt ill, Koutnnnnkns was released 
ii a Clirhlmns amnesty. Tho 
charge, made flvo months nfler 
his arrest and never substan- 
tiated, wns u misdemeanor: 
"calumniating nnotlier officer In 
10(1.1." 

Koumnnnkos lived quietly af- 
ter his release, still refraining 
from politics. Nevertheless, ho 
wns pulled from his bed last 
Aug. 13 nnd rearrested following 
the ninnsslnatlon nt tempt 
Against Oil, George Papadopoii- 
los, the prlmn minister. Charged 
only with being ."dangerous for 
his country's' security," Kou- 
mnnakos hns spent nine months 
In closely-guarded exile In three 
villages. 

He Is now nt Keskntl In north- 
ern Thossaly, somotlmos confin- 
ed for days to his room In a 
peasant house. He Is forbidden 
to lalk to officers or foreigners 
and tho local gondnrmorle 
warns tho villagers- not tn talk 
to tho general. Ho Is given a 
prlvato soldiers, pay of, 17 drach- 
mae (ttlmut 00 cents) n day for 
food nnd shelter. 

Col. Nicholas Mnkare/os, a 1 
. key member of tho junto,, who 
served under KoumnnnkoH 
ngnlnst (ho Communist guerril- 
las, has privately expressed 
shock at his Imprisonment but 
has dona nothing about It, When 
Koumanakns's wife appealed tn 
Iho -U.S. Embassy, she wnn In-- 
formed by a high-ranking diplo- 
mat that this was nnt nn Amarl- 
enn concern, Knmnannhns has 
refused to write his old Amorl- 
enn cnmrndcs-ln-nrms because 
» ■ tin does not want to criticise 
Greek officers to foreigners,' 

Those sentiments reveal an of- 
ficer of the old school, which

000 Americans estimated to bo 
suffering from Pnrklnron's, with 
. tho disabling muscular shaking 
that occurs. 

In Its earlier stages, or milder 
forms, sedation and muscle- 
relaxing drugs are very helpful, 
nnd In some ensos (usually 
those not too far advanced) 
brnlr) surfiery v ha3 been helpful.

Boise Team, 
Counts Heart 
Operations 

BOISE (UPI) — A team of 
physicians and surgeons has 
been performing open heart sur- 
gery at . St. Luke's Hospital In 
Boise since December of 1 a s t 
year. 

To date, 13 operations have 
been performed at the Boise fa- 
cility. 

Before' this service was start* 
ed' last ' December, a patient 
needing open heart surgery 

had to travel to Portland, Ore., 
or Salt Lake City or to another 
large city for-the operation and 
convalescence, then make return 
trips for follow-up treatment. 

The St. Luke's team of physi- 
cians and surgeons has so far 
restricted diagnostic and surgi- 
cal work to acquired diseases 
.ofJiie_£ar— -^ailments-associat- 
ed with the after-effects of rheu- 
matic fever or coronary artery 
diseases — rather than congen- 
ital defects. , 

Candidates for the delicate 
surgery arc referred to the St. 
Luke's staff by family physi- 
cians from an area covering 
southwestern . Idaho, eastern 
Oregon and northern Nevada — 
with a population of about ■ *»,■ 
000 persons. 

The only type of cardiac sur- 
gery the staff at-St. Luke's Is 
not prepared to do, is cardiac 
transplants. Transplants are 
stilt considered experimental 
and the staff- is not involved- fat 
experimentation. 

Although the staff maintains 
they could handle one open 
heart case a day, presently 
only one or two cases a week 
come to their attention, 



and the law barring them from 
taking such action dies at 
midnight, along with the 
surcharge.

"These spaces can usually be s6fa*~b~uT~ 
they are subject to the rules, regulations 
and bylaws established by the owners- 
Before you try to sell your cemetery 
property Investigate the racial, rejlglous, 
fraternal and veterans restrictions which 
apply. If you give a warranty ' deed to 
an ineligible buyer you may be Involved 
in considerable litigation.

Dies At 56

' The brash, articulate, and for 
from— self-effacing man who 
described himself as "the most 
successful businessman in the 
,1 decade" died during the night 
of a heart attack, his personal 

— physician-said: 

; His wife, Beth, found Lytton, 
dead in his bed in the couple's 
;, apgrtment. 

Dr. Sam Sills, " Lytton's 
physician, said he had- been 
treating the former sayings and 
loan executive for" a heart 
condition for some time. 
The " silverhaircd Lytton was 
' forced to step down as head of 
(he savings and foan empire 
he built Into the fifth largest In 
the nation In April, 19GS 
because of tho demands of 
credftors. 

He was replaced es president 
and chief executive officer of 
Lytton Financial Corp., and its 
southern California subsidiary, 
Lytton Savings and Loan Assn., 
by Charles Wellman, 52, after 
the corporation's debts totaled 
$5.6 million. In January Lytton 
Savings was merged with 
Mission and Equitable Savings 
and Loans under the name of 
^ Equitable. 

Lytton, who earlier sold 
personal holdings of 13 per cent 
of the firms common stock to 
satisfy personal debts said, 

-I'm - no-longer— a_mitl!onalrc_ 

Perhaps the relief chauffeur 
will have to go." 

Tho tycoon who earned $34 a 
week as a play director for tho 
WPA during tho Great. Depres- 
sion, told reporters, 'Tm not a 
rich man anymore, but I'm 
probably stilt a genius." 

The stocky, ruggedly hand 
somo tycoon was born Oct. 4, 
1912 to an. upper , middle class 
family In New Castle, Penn. 
The son of a lawyer murdered 
by a butcher who lost a lawsuit, 
Lytton rebelled against a law 
. career planned for him and loft 
home. ; - 

Educated at Staunton Mllltn> 
ry Academy, Westminster Col 
IegOx and the Untferaity of 
Virginia Lytton began as a play 
director for tho WPA Federal 
Theater lnTNew York. 

During his screenwrlUng 
days, Lytton briefly belonged to 
the Communist party, nnd wan 
a friendly witness before tho 
House un-American Acllvlttcs 
Investigation In tho early 1950i 
* Lytton entered the nnvlngs 
and loan business in 1058 with 
tho theory that money ■ 
merchandized "llko girlie 
allows" and .proceeded to rock 
tho staid money community by 
using ono press ngentry gim- 
mick nfter another to attract 
depositors; and borroworH. Ho 
changed tho name of. Canoga 
Pnrk Savings and T/inn to 
Lylton's and put his nnmo on 
tho door.

Police, Army 
Enforce Calm 
In Malaysia 

KUALA LUMPUR, . Malaysia 
(UPI)— Riot police and army 
troops enforced an uneasy 
peace in Kuala Lumpur Sunday 
following ■ renewed -racial vi- 
olence In which Indian residents 
appeared to be the main target:
